The seat he is 
seeking is one being vacated by re- 
tiring Judge Henry Steagall, of 
Ozark. 

He told a large crowd of friends 
and well wishers gathered at an En- 
terprise restaurant that he choose to 
make his official announcement in 
the heart of the Wiregrass, not only 
because it is home, but also because 
he loves the people of this area. 

A native of rural Crenshaw 
County, AL, Butts moved to Elba 
and opened a law practice in 1968, 
upon graduating from law school. 
He remained in private practice until 
1976. During this time he also 
served five years at City Judge for 
Elba and two years as County Judge. 

Butts was elected to the 12th Ju- 
dicial Circuit (serving Coffee and 
Pile Counties) position in 1976, re- 
placing the retiring Eris Paul. He has 
been re-elected to that position for 
two additional six year terms. 

During his tenure as Circuit Judge 
he has served six years as presiding 


Hanchey lawsuit settled

The running baitle that has kept 
former police chief Freddie Hanchey 
off the job for almost a year and the 
resulting lawsuit are apparently over. 

City officials and a host of law- 
yers spent Tuesday afternoon in 
Montgomery with Federal Judge 
Charles Coody. They were in a court 
ordered appearance in a successful 
effort to settle the matter before the 
matter actually went to trial. 

Informed sources explain that the 
apparent settlement will not become 
official until it is reduced to writing, 
approved by Judge Albritton and 
then officially approved Monday 
night by the Elba City Council. 

The terms of the thus far verbal 
agreement are as follows: Hanchey 
and his attorneys will receive a total 
of $50,000 and Hanchey will return 
to work with the Elba Police De- 
partment. Basically the number was 
arrived at by computing the differ- 
ence in the amount he made while 
working at Dorsey Trailers and what 
he would have made with the police 
department. Hanchey will get that 
amount, plus a sum for “pain and 
suffering.” The balance will be eaten 
up by attorney fees and costs. Elba 
carries libility insurance to cover 
such lawsuits. 

The settlement agreed upon Tues- 
day ends both the multi-million dol- 
lar suit against the City of Elba and 
the suit against Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood personally, 

Hanchey is scheduled to return to 


the Elba Police Department next 
Monday, according to sources close 
to the case. His place in the pecking 
order will be just under the Assistant 
Chief. His starting salary will be 
$11.00 per hour. 

The city officials were ordered to 
be in Montgomery last Tuesday at 
1:00 p.m. before Coody in the feder- 
al courthouse. Lawyers, insurance 
company representatives and Han- 
chey were also present. 

Judge Coody talked privately 
with the city council members, pri- 
vately with Haywood, and then with 
them jointly. Each of these mectings 
lasted about one hour. He also held 
conferences with altomeys repre- 
senting each side.

Crime is onthe public's mind, 
Recent polls show that crime is now 
the number one social concern with 
Americans, ranking even higher than 
health care. By overwhelming ma 
jorities, Americans want lawmakers 
to get tough on criminals. 

That having been said, the 
United States Congress and the 
Clinton Administration would rather 
bury their heads in the sand than rise 
to the challenge of stemming the 
national crime wave. 

On November 10, the liberals 
in Congress capped their anti-crime 
efforts with the passage of the Brady 
Bill five-day waiting period. 

A week earlier, the House 
approved 5 small bills to authorize 
50,000 more cops on the streets and 
more drug treatment for prisoners —

tion. Instead, judges have been or- 
dered to release violent criminals 
early in order to ease the burden of 
prison overcrowding. 

On the drug front, the Admin- 
istration seeks to drop the death pen- 
alty for drug kingpins and allows 
prisoners to essentially draw a “get 
out of jail early” card if they go 
through the motions of prison drug 
treatment programs. 

For the record, I voted against 
the Brady Bill and L also opposed the 
package of so-called crime bills of- 
fered by the Administration. I be- 
lieve, as 79 percent of all Americans 
do, that there should be tougher sen- 
tences for all crimes. 

I also agree with the 82 per- 
cent of Americans who feel that vio- 
lent criminals shouldn't be paroled. 

Punishment — not coddling 
criminals — is the only real solution 
to our nation’s crime epidemic.

Girl’s Athletics At Elba High School

Elba High School needs to expand 
and enhance female athletic programs. 
Girls are missing many opportunities for 
scholarships, attention, and fun, which 
are available to male athletes. Improve- 
ment can begin when the school system 
changes ils attitude toward female athlet- 
ics and begins equitable funding. Fe- 
males and males alike deserve an equal 
chance to participate in high school ath- 
letics. 

Many scholarships are available to 
qualified athletes, male and female. 
Some girls could use these to defray part 
of the high cost of college. Without es- 
tablished programs, girls do not have the 
background to play college sports, Last 
year two girls were able to make a junior 
college softball team. This shows there is 
potential if Elba High School will im- 
prove and increase the programs for 
girls. 

Could anyone honestly say the Elba 
High Schoo! athletic funds and attention 
are distributed equally? It is very evident 
where Mr. Clark and other administra- 
tors put their interests, Although the out- 
side public has not shown a great interest 
in girls athletics, the school itself should 
focus equally on every sport, Seven 
teachers at this school are hired to coach 
male athletics, compared to only one for 
female athletics. Mrs. Barnes, sole fe- 
male athletic coach, cannot and should 


not have to handle the demanding and di- 
verse responsibilities of cheerleading, 
volleyball, softball, and any new sports 
while teaching her P.E. classes and rais- 
ing a family. 

The cost to the girls personally of 
participating in volleyball this season has 
been approximately eighty dollars. No 
football player has ever had to pay any- 
thing to provide equipment for himself! 
It is inequitable and unfair for some ath- 
letic programs to be fully funded while 
others are not, 

Sports are fun! Playing volleyball this 
season is the highlight of my high school 
career, so far. Each student deserves an 
equal opportunity to participate in the 
sport of his or her choice, With the 
school's limited involvement in female 
athletics, many girls are being deprived 
of opportunities to play. Elba’s programs 
for girls have increased over the past two 
years, but because of past negligence the 
teams must work hard on the basic skills 
that teams from schools with established 
programs have had for many years, Al- 
though the softball team is showing great 
success, if attention is not soon put on 
other female athletic programs, Elba 
High's girls will continue to play only 
“catch-up”, 

It will take time, but eventually girls’ 
sports at Elba will be established and re-

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of the program, says Dorsey Trailers 
Was very supportive of the men as 
they worked to improve their read- 
ing skills. 


Two of the four men were present 
to receive their certificates, and all 
three men praised their volunteer tu- 
tor, Judith Eleam, as being an invalu- 
able part of their learning. 

“I'd like to say Ms, Eleam is the 
best teacher I’ve ever had, and with- 
out her, | probably wouldn’t have 
stuck with the program,” remarks 
Siler. 

Mrs. Steck explains that these 
men began learning better reading 
skills two years ago, with the first 
funded Workplace Literacy Pro- 
gram, which was established at Dor- 
sey Trailers. When the grant ended, 
Ms. Eleam continued tutoring the 
men as a volunteer. 

“Ms. Eleam really gave a lot of 
herself and really worked with these 
men to make them want to learn,” 
says Mrs. Steck. “One of the biggest 
complaints we hear from our volun- 
tcers is that it’s hard to get the first 
lessons established and get everyone 
to attend the meetings. Ms. Eleam 
overcame this, got the men interest- 
ed in learning, and therefore the pro- 
gram was a success.” 

When asked if they would recom- 
mend this program to someone else, 
all three men said they definitely 
would.

“This is one of the smartest things 
I've ever done,” remarks Mr. Levens. 

Learning better reading skills was 
just a beginning for these men, cach 
of whom have worked with Dorsey 
Trailers over 20 years. Mark Pope 
plans to take preparation classes for 
the GED test for high school equiva- 
lency, and Morris Levens received a 
job promotion as a result of the 
class. He is now a team leader at 
Dorsey Trailers. 

The Workplace Literacy Program 
began at Enterprise State Junior Col- 
lege in 1985, and since that time 230 
adults have learned better reading 
skills. Last year 60 volunteer tutors 
worked with 90 learners, logging 
2600 hours of tutoring. 

People volunteer their time as tu- 
tors for many reasons. Ms. Eleam 
says she saw an advertisement for 
volunteer tutors and at that time her 
son was having a hard time in school 
with his reading skills. 

“IT thought I could learn to teach 
others to read, and help my son at 
the same time,” Ms, Eleam says. 

All volunteer tutors receive about 
10 hours of training before begin- 
ning to tutor, and then they go to a 
class once cach quarter to update 
their tutoring skills.

The Brantley Bulldogs will be 
looking to take that final giant step 
into football history Friday night 
when they host the West Jefferson 
Tigers in the state championship 
game of Class 1A, 

The Bulldogs will carry a perfect 
14-0 record into the state title match- 
up, while the Tigers will enter the 
game with an 11-3 slate. 

Brantley, ranked #2 in the polls 
throughout the season, were the 
state’s most dominating team in any 
classification during the regular sea- 
son as the Bulldogs demolished their 
ten Opponents by a combined score 
of 353-15, The Bulldogs have found 
the competition a little tougher in the 
playoffs, but have defeated their four 
playoff victims 90-40, to reach the 
state title contest. 

West Jefferson, located in Quin- 
ton, posted a 7-3 regular season 
mark, with wins over Appalachian 
63-0, West Blocton 28-7, Oakman 
28-6, Corner 21-14, T.W. Martin 47- 
6, Maplesville 27-13 and Berry 33-0. 
The Tigers’ losses were to St. Clair 
County (42-20), which owns a 14-0 
record and will be playing for the 2A 
state championship this week; Par- 
rish (20-6) a team that posted a 7-3 
regular season slate in the 1A ranks, 
and Fultondale (32-26), which post- 
ed a 9-1 regular season record in 
Class 3A. 

In the playoffs, the Tigers have 
defeated (7-3) Hubbertville 39-12, 
(9-2) Cedar Bluff 21-14, (9-3) Meek 
30-0 and (11-0) Courtland 20-14. 

West Jefferson is led offensively 
by Thomas Banks, who has gained 
2,690 yards rushing this season and 
has also scored 38 touchdowns, both 
of which are single-season state high 
schoot records. 

Fullback Frank Gibson, who had 
a 49-yard touchdown run in last 
week's upset over Courtland, gives 
the Tigers a 1-2 punch in the back- 
iicld, while quarterback Davy Bras- 
field is adept both running and pass-

One of the keys to the success of 
the West Jefferson offense has been 
the blocking of the Tiger line, which 
averages over 260 pounds per man 
and includes the state’s biggest 
player, a lineman that weighs in at 
346 pounds. 

The West Jefferson defense sur- 
rendered an average of 14 points per 
game during the regular season and 
has allowed 10 points per game in 
the playoffs, but turned up the in- 
tensity the last two weeks and is led 
by defensive end Shawn Alexander, 
who made 9 tackles and forced 3 
fumbles in the win over Courtland. 

Brantley’s offense rolled up over 
300 yards in total offense in last 
weck’s win over Notasulga and was 
balanced with 165 yards rushing and 
164 yards passing. 

Marco Jones and Charlie Layton 
continued to be the leading ground 
gainers for the Bulldogs and each 
had big runs in what proved to be the 
game winning drive, while the duo 
of Derek Caldwell and Andrew Kil- 
crease took turns passing and re- 
ceiving, with Caldwell completing 5 
passes and catching two and Kil- 
crease completing 3 passes and also 
catching two. 

The Bulldog defense, one of the 
Slate’s tops in any class, is led by 
Andretti Daniels, Patrick Hill and 
Eric Crenshaw up front, Derek Cald- 
well and Andrew Kilcrease at line- 
backer and Jimmy Burnett in the sec- 
ondary. 

Brantley has been one of the

Commission discusses

During Monday’s commission 
mecting, Coffee County Commis- 
sioners heard request for funding, 
more space, and a trailer. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
addressed the commission concern- 
ing a grant application for funds to 

used in preserving county 
records. 

He told commissioners that his 
office had applied for $25,000 in 
grant money from the State of Ala- 
bama, 

The grants are being sponsored 
by the Alabama Department of Ar- 
chives and Records, A total ol 
$400,000 is being made available in 
the next two years - $200,000 in 
1994 and $200,000 in 1995, 

The county will be required to 
furnish 25% of the grant or approxi- 
mately $6,250.00, 

Brunson noted that the actual cost 
- additional funds needed - to the 
county will be about $3,500 because 
clerks’ salaries and “other in-kind 
things” are already budgeted. 

e monies will be used to fund 
the cost of microfilming essential 
county records and historical docu- 
ments, 

Two sets of film will be made - 
one will be kept locally and the other 
will be stored at the State Archives 
Building in Montgomery. 

“Our records are very old and 
have become very worn, hard to use 
and read,” Brunson told commis- 
sioners, “That's not going to get any 
better!” 


The records in both the Elba and 
Enterprise courthouses will be mi- 
crofilmed, 

Brunson noted that the records 
will not have to be removed from the 
courthouses during the microfilming 
process. All the work will be done 
on site, 

The deadline for submitting the 
grant application is December 31, 
1993, The awarding of the grants 
should take place, according to 
Judge Brunson, sometime in April of 
1994, 

The commission voted unani- 
mously to provide the judge with a 
letter of endorsement as required in 
the grant application. 

Revenue Commissioner Ronnic 
Bums came before the commission 
once again seeking office space for 
the Mapping and Appraisal Depart- 
ment, 

He proposed the construction of a 
40' x 60' pre-fabricated metal build- 
ing to house department personnel 
and the storage of vital records ¢es- 
sential to mapping and appraisal, 

“This department is the lifeblood 
of the county's tax base,” said 
Burns, 

Bums estimated the cost of. the 
building would be approximately 
$38,000, He noted that it made no 
difference where the building would 
be located; however, he suggested 
two possible locations - one being 
near the county health department 
and the other being near the present 
location at the Farm Center, 

lt was noted by Burns that the 
record storage problem has become 
4 very serious one.

Danicls was charged under §13A- 
11-11 Falsely reporting an inci- 
dent. “(a) A person commits the 
crime of falsely reporting an inci- 
dent if with knowledge that the infor- 
mation reported, conveyed or circu- 
lated is false, he initiates or 
circulates a false report or warning 
of an alleged occurrence of a fire, 
explosion, crime, catastrophe or 


emergency under circumstances in 
which it ts likely to cause evacuation 
of a building, place of assembly or 
transportation facility, or to cause 
public inconvenience or alarm.” 

The charge is a Class A misde- 
meanor to which the defendant plead 
guilty.

funds, space & garbage 


There is no room in the Mapping 
& Appraisal office to keep the 
records and no security at the present 
storage facility which is in an area 
below the bleachers in the Farm 
Center. 

Recently purchased aerial photo- 
graphs of the county at a cost of 
$30,000 could easily be destroyed if 
they remain stored in the present lo- 
cation, 

The commission voted to table 
the matter and study the budget to 
see where the county stands finan- 
cially before taking any action on the 
matter, 

Ann Edwards, speaking to the 
commission on behalf of the health 
department, requested the commis- 
sions assistance in locating facilities 
to be used as a training center, 

The center will be used in train- 
ing Home Health Care staffs from up 
to 19 counties, 

It was suggested that the old mo- 
bile home, which was used at the 
temporary jail in Elba immediately 
after the’90 flood, might be used for 
this purpose, 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul, 
who was present at the commission 
mecting, stated that his department 
was interested in possibly using the 
mobile home to house 3 to 4 prison- 
ers participating in an Inmate Honor 
Program, 

he program would involve only 
inmates requiring minimum security 
and who are already participating in 
the county’s work-release program, 

He made it clear that he was una- 
ware of the health department's re- 
quest prior to Monday's meeting and 


was in no way trying to take the 
trailer from them. 

Paul stated that he had been look- 
ing at implementing this program for 
quite some time now and had just 
gotten around to presenting the pro- 
posal to the commission, 

The matter was tabled until the 
next meeting in order to give com- 
missioners time to study all the op- 
tions available to them, 

Prattville Mayor David Whet- 
stone appeared before the commis- 
sion asking that they consider allow- 
ing his city to bring their solid waste 
to Coffee County's landfill, 

He stated that Prattville has no 
place to dump their garbage and the 
six-month extension granted them on 
using their present landfill runs out 
on April 9th, 

Plans to construct a Subtitle D 
landfill in Autauga County failed 
last year, The construction of one in 
neighboring Perry County is tied up 
in a court battle, 

Whetstone commended members 
of the Coffee County Commission 
for going ahead with the construc- 
tion of a Subtitle D landfill, 

“The people of Coffee County 
may not realize it right now, but this 
was the best decision,” said Whet- 
stone. 

Coffee County residents pay 
$8.98 per month for garbage collec- 
tion while Prattville residents are 
paying $12.50 with city subsidizing 
the balance of the expense of dispos- 
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
